Allowable Subject Matter 

1. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for 
allowance : 

Re claims 2, 6, & 10 (and dependent claims 3-5, 7, & 11- 
16), the detection of diffuse edges and selective shifting of 
gray from pixels not adjacent to saturated pixels to pixels 
adjacent to saturated pixels is not taught or suggested by the 
art of record.

Re claim 17 (and dependent claims 18-21), the detection of 
diffuse edges and compacting of pixels within the diffuse edge 
is not taught or suggested by the art of record.
